Here is authentic, accurate information to guide your war-time preserving. 

PRESERVING: You may obtain sugar on the basis of one pound of sugar to two pounds of 
fruit for preserving purposes. 

PRESERVING SYRUP: If canning or preserving is done by the syrup method the 
syrup used shall not contain more than one part of sugar to two parts of water. 
JAMS AND JELLIES: You may purchase three-quarters of a pound of sugar to one pound 
of fruit for jams and jellies. 

METHOD REQUIRED: Jams and jellies are to be made using three parts of sugar to four 
parts of fruit or juice.

perior to that of the enemy.—-The psychologi- 
cal value of this support cannot be under- 
estimated. Much depends now upon Rom- 
mel's_ability to work his elongated supply 
lines against attacks from sea and air. 


Reconstruction 
T ONE OF THE RECENT SESSIONS 
of the Dominion's special committee on 
reconstruction and re-¢stablishment, Mr. Vic 
tor—Queleh, Social Credit member of the 
House of Commons for the Acadia constitu 
ency of Alberta, advanced a pertinent sug 


gestion in relation to the financing -of such 
projects as-may Torm-part of-national policy} 


after the war. In a general way he com 
plained that in times of peace it requires 
something akin to a surgical operation to 
pry-money.from the federal exchequer for 
undertakings rightly within the category of 
the public’s interest. Mr; Quelch said in part: 

“If we are going to deal with projects 
of this kind “we might call Mr. Ilsley, the 
Minister of Finance, before this committee 
and ask him to tell us whether the same 
financial policy we have today, a policy 
which states that no financial restrictions 
shall be allowed to impede our war effort, 
will be carried out—that is to say that no 
financial restrictions will be allowed to im- 
pede our reconstruction effort.” 

While Mr. Ilsley may not be Minister of 
Finance when peace comes, a good deal of 
the value of all debates on reconstruction 
formulas must necessarily depend upon the 


assurance that the war’s aftermath and all} 


its problems will be approached with the 
same financial realism as that impressed 
upon the Canadian people by the provisions 
of the recent federal budget. No hard -and 
fast policy cari be laid down at this stage 
But it should be understood that the next 
peace, as far as its rehabilitation processes 
are concerned, will have to be considered a 
part of the war and dealt with on that. basis. 
In no other way will Canada escape the pit- 
falls of the last “peace.”

1O YEARS HAVE ELAPSED SINCE 
Mr. Churchill explained to the House of 

Commons that “in addition 

what is left of the German fleet and chasing 

the Italian fleet,” the British Navy had had 

“imposed upon it the sad duty of putting 

effectually out of actien for the duration of 

the war the capital ships of the French 

Navy"’—a melancholy phase “in our rela- 

tions with France,” which has, “so far as 

we are concerned, come to an é¢nd.” The 

Prime Minister then went on to say: 


“Let us think of the future. Today is the 
fourteenth of July, the national festival of 
France, A year ago in Paris I watched the 
stately parade’ down the Champs Elysees of 
the ‘French Army andthe French Empire. 
Who can foresee what the course of other 
years will bring? Faith is given to us, to 
help and comfort us’ when we stand in awe 
before the unfurling scroll of human destiny. 
And I proclaim my faith that some of us 

__ will live ta see_a fourteenth of July when a 
liberated France’ will once again rejoice in 
her greatness and in her glory, and once 
lagain stand forward as the champion of the 
freedom and the rights.of man, When the

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day dawns, as dawn ‘it will, the soul of 
France will turn with comprehension and 
with’ kindness to those Frenchmen and 
Frénchwomen, wherever they, may be, who 
in the darkest hour did not despair of the 
Republic.” : 
It was on that memorable occasion that 
Mr. Churchill rose to the full nobility of his 
regard for the “friend and comrade” at 
whose side Britain had faced tremendous 
struggles, urging his compatriots not to bear 
malice “because of your friend’s cries of 
deliriim and gesttres of agony,” neverthe- 
less warning that it might be necessary “to 
make. sure that the weapon. that has fallen 
from his hands shall not be added to the 
resources of your common enemy.” 
Another July 14 has rolled round. In the 
two years since Mr. Churchill described the 
naval action at Oran much has happened 
to the France the symbolism of whose mill- 
tary might and empire authority he had 
witnessed In Paris less than two months be- 
fore the outbreak of war. But the Prime 
Minister could proclaim again today, with 
much greater assurance of its materializa- 
tion than on Bastille Day, 1940, that many of 
us will live to see a liberated France again 
rejoicing “in her greatness and in her glory.”
